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The Cost Of Education 

UNIVERSITY COSTS MONEY. Nof everyone can afford U. 
If we concede that some should come .who cannot 
pay who should they be and where should the money 
come from ? 

Why should w^ make such a concession ? Not because it 
suits the needs of individual ambition. Were that the only 
consideration we should be > perfectly content to let the 
"Individual stand or fall by his own .efforts. Not eVen 
entirely because the wealth and "power tii our society are 
unevenly distributed and many able people are thereijy 
deprived of their opportunity to develop fully. The respons- 
ibility of the community towards Its Individual members miist 
stem from the needs of the group, not those of the individual. 

We accept the position because we believe that when 
economic discrimination deprives the community of po- 
tentially valuable contributions the community is obligated 
to try and prevent such loss. And we moke the further 
obvious point that the man who is capable of benefitting 
froin a University, education is capable of making a far 
more valuable contribution b his communlty.haying received 
such an education than If hè hat been denied such' a chance. 

It follows therefore that we believe anyone who is 
capable of benefitting from a University education should 
not be denied that opportunity. As a corollary we hold that 
|the^Uniyerslty^^ not, be teaulred to bother with those 
'^ho Kave the, surplus wealth aha leisure to attend University 
but not the olilllty to benefit therefrom. We therefore warmly 
eridorse the policy of raising standards both for admission 
and for continuation. -' 

But if we. are to discord completely the criterion of 
financial stability for entrance to University, as we advocate, 
where will we get the money to make the system work ? - 

Well, we say they should come in because of the poten- 
tial benefits they represent. Let us therefore be consistent. 

Let those who benefit pay. 

Let industry pay. Let Industry pay for research, for the 
knowledge of new techniques, for the regular contributions 
1o the general pool of knowledge from which derive new 
opportunities for profit: Let industry pay for -the trained per- 
sonnel, for the improved skills and capabilities of its staff. 

Let the individual .pay.. Let the individual pay for' the 
facts, fho techniques and the, training that moke him a' more 
desirable and hence valualile member of his community. 
Let him pay for the increase in his earning capacity that his 
education brings him. 

Let the government pay. Let the government, like In- 
dustry, pay for the Improvement in Its collective capacity to 
carry out its business. Let ti]|^e;goyer.nment, like the individual, 
' pay for the {ncreose in 'iUftbtol^worth. ' 

Let those who benef it pay but : let the price be clearly 
understood; He .who pays^he.|piper likes to coll the tune 
and, as every student ofTpolilia^from Plato to Adolf Hitler 
knew, control of education is the easiest means of making 
pe.ople the slaves- of their governing elite, - 

So let^th'«iUnlv|re^ to their general 

funds fronn' {hdustry^|doyernment or alumni as recompense 
for the contributloni^mode by the University to the general 
good. And let the University accept funds for specific projects 
from donor's who will obtain specific benefits. The University 
should not accept, nor public opinion tolerate, any other 
conditions. 

Again lot the University demand of its students a 
reasonable fee for the enjoyment of Its services. Then the 
.man who con meet the requirements will emerge obliged. to 
no man. For the man who cannot, funds must be avail- 
able again from those who benefit. But no man can accept 
money without Incurring dn obligation, and a free society 
consists of those without external obligations. 

It Is a. shame to any free society that any citizen must 
mSi9 for his education. That shame exists today and we 
^qre not deny the appeal but we must never accept charity 
as a substitute for the elimination of need. 



Operations Crossroads A frica 
Helps Promote Understanding 

Nearly half the' world lives in grinding poverty on a per capita basis of about . $100 
a year, and two-thirds of the world is illiterate, compared with 97% of Canadians who can 
read and write. Life expectancy, because of such diseases as malaria and tuberculosis, is 
36 years compared with almoit'70 In Canada'. These facts have' little meaning to the overage 
University, student. 



Conversely native people in 
many areas have the idea that 
America — Canada and the Un- 
ited States, us the inheritor of 
colonial tradition and that we 
like to keep on a plane .of su- 
periority far -above thorn. These 
miscohceptions can' be remov- 
. ed. "Actions speak louder than 
words." 

Students can do their part, 
and agencies 'and organizations 
such as the Quakers, Intematio. 
nal Voluntary Service, Experi- 
ment in International Living, 
and Operation Crossroads Africa 
are willing to support them. 
This last summer, .-two McGiU 
students, Ian Leslie7:B.' Eng. : V, 
and ' Dawn' Marshall, B. Sc. -.'61, 
went to Africa, with ; 182 'Amc: 
ricahs and 8 other Canadians,. 



as a part of the Crossroads pro- 
ject. Tlicse students chosen from 
1,000 applicants under the lea- 
dership of Dr. James H. Robin- 
son, a Negro Minister, and ex- 
director of the Morningside 
Community Center of New York, 
went into fourteen countries in 
. West and East Africa. 

• Dawn told tlie Daily, "When 
we applied we knew it was to 
be a work camp mission in which 
we would live simply, travel 
hard, and be willing to accept 
the evils of disease and the pri- 
raative . conditions ,of village 
.life. I .went , to Sierra Leone.
